In the first informational 
picketing ruling of its kind un- 
der the Landrum-Griffin Law, 
the National Labor Relations 
Board has handed down a

Department and Specialty 
Store Employees 1265 won the 
victory in a case involving the 
Kinney Shoe Corp. outlet at 
10323 E. 14th St., Oakland. 

About two years ago, the non-= 
union outlet demanded a 
“quickie” NLRB bargaining elec- 
tion among its employees on 
three days’ notice. 

TO GET RID OF PICKETS 

Its aim was to get rid of in= 
formational pickets by Local 
1265, which was letting the pub- 
lic know that the store was non= 
union. 


The union arguea tnat it was 
picketing strictly for informa- 
tional purposes — not to organ- 
ize the firms’ employees. There- 
fore, union attorney Roland C. 
Davis added, the picketing was 
protected by law, and no elec- 
tion should be held. 

The union was unable to stop 
the election from being held. 
But it won a ruling in federal 
court to let the informational 
picketing continue. 

Meanwhile, the case entered 
the lower echelons of the NLRB. 
Local 1265 was upheld by a trial 
examiner, but its case faced a 


long wait on the crowded 
calendar of the NLRB in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


In the ruling just handed 
down, the board went even 
further than the trial examiner 
in favor of the union: it ordered 
the election set aside. This is 
the first L-G ruling on this 
clause to do this. 

Attorney Davis said: “This is 
a complete vindication of the 
union’s original poosition that 
publicity picketing is protected 
by law and, therefore, no elec- 
tion should be held.”

Why truth-in-lending bill needed ~ 


By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS

Banks and finance companies 
are putting on a campaign to 
beat the “truth-in-lending” bill 
which Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois and 21 other senaters 
have been urging Congress to 
enact for over two years. 

The Consumer Bankers As- 
sociation has been warning 
lenders that consumers will be 
frightened off if they are told 
how much they really pay for 
loans and installment credit. 

And don’t refer to it as the 
“truth-in-lending” bill, the as- 
sociation advises bankers. 

The huge First National City 
Bank of New York has just put 
out a broadside asserting it 
would be extremenly difficult for 
lenders to tell us borrowers the 
exact simple annual interest rate 
on loans or installment pur- 
chases, as the truth-in-lending 
bill would require. 

THIS SEEMS FANTASTIC 
since the banks have no trouble 
figuring the true rate on the 
interest they pay us on our 
savings. If a bank can figure 
out the interest on a savings 
account at an annual rate of 
314 per cent, it should have no 
trouble figuring out the finance 
charge on a loan at a true 
annual interest rate of, say, 11 
per cent. 

The proposed law would not 
tell lenders how much they 
could charge. It would merely 
require that they tell us the 
true charge in terms of simple 
annual interest. At present, vari- 
ous lenders use a variety of 
methods, none, except for 
mortgages and insurance loans, 
the true annual rate. 


TRUE RATES are generally 
double the commonly used dis- 
count rate. 

For example, if a bank says it 
is charging you $6 per $100 for 
a loan the true annual rate is 
approximately 12 per cent. 
That’s because you are repaying 
each month and owe on the 
average only about half the 
original amount. 

If the credit fee is stated as 
a monthly charge, as it often is 
by retailers, credit unions and 
small loan companies, then you 
simply multiply the monthly 
rate by 12 to get the annual 
rate.

All you need to do is take his 
original debt of $100 and his 
final month debt of $8.33, add 
them together and divide by 
two. His average debt during 
that period thus was $54.17. You 
then divide the average debt of 
$54.17 into the credit fee of $6.50, 
and, presto, the true rate is 12 
per cent. 

UNNECESSARY INTEREST 
payments are the single largest 
source of money waste in the 
families we interview and hear 
from all over the country. 

One family with actually 
$7,000 in savings plus accumu- 
lated cash value in its life in- 
surance has just written us that 
its eight year old car is on its 
last wheels. So it is planning to 
buy a new car on time payments. 

If it does, it will pay finance 
charges of 12-15 per cent (even 
more on used cars), while its 
own money in its savings ac- 
counts and insurance cash value 
is earning only 344 to 4 per cent. 
The least it could do would be 
to borrow against its insurance 
value at a true 5 per cent. 

We've encountered several 
families recently who overlooked 
their insurance value as a source 
of cash at a lower rate than 
installment loans. 


ANOTHER UNNECESSARY 
expense is combined loan and 
thrift plans. A lender may sug- 
gest that when you take out your 
loan you start a savings account 
“to develop the thrift habit.” 

Senator Douglas exposed the 
plan of one large Western bank 
which purported to foster 
“thrift.” In this plan a person 
who needs to borrow $100 is 
encouraged to accumulate an- 
other $100 as a savings account. 
He signs a note for $212, of 
which $12 is the finance charge 
of $6 per $100. The note calls

reader writes that he paid just

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Under this savings-loan plan, 
the borrower pays $7 to borrow 
an average of $54 for half a year. 
This charge is equivalent to a 
true annual rate of 23%.

Congressman: Jeffery Cohelan 
and George P. Miller of Alameda 
County. have recommended that 
John F. Bushell, general super- 
intendent of mails, be named 


acting postmaster of Oakland. 


The recommendation has been 
submitted to Postmaster General 
J. Edward Day. If the appoint- 
ment is approved, Bushell will 
assume the duties of Postmaster 
Kenneth M. Francis, who died 
March 14, 

Bushell would be the second 
successive head of the Oakland 
Post Office to come up through 
the ranks. Since joining the 
Oakland Post Office as a sub- 
stitute letter carrier in 1939, 
Bushell has been active in 
union affairs. 

He was treasurer, trustee and 
state and national convention 
delegate for Branch 76, National 
Association of Letter Carriers, 
and a member of National As- 
sociation of Postal Supervisors, 
Branch 127.

Before joining the Post Office, 
Bushell was a member of the 
AFL Patternmakers. He also at- 
tended the University of Cali- 
fornia Industrial Relations 
Institute and is a member of 
the Industrial Relations Alumni 
of U.C. and as associate member 
of the University of San Fran- 
cisco Labor-Management School. 

Bushell, 53, served four years 
in the Navy during World War 
II,

One of the chief objections of 
the BLF&E is that the commis- 
sion recommends gradual aboli- 
tion of firemen on all freight 
and yard locomotives. 

Brink also blasted the recom- 
mendation to make 160 miles a 
day’s work for operation rail 
brotherhoods.

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Why labor needs some 
old-time fighting spirit 


Is labor getting soft? 


Are most of our battles behind us? 

The first statement may be partially true. But the second 
one certainly isn’t. 

Our American work force is growing at a record rate as 
the products of the World War II baby boom enter the job 
market. 

In the Bay Area, we've been relatively lucky. 

But throughout the United States, the unemployment rate 
has been stuck at about 7 per cent ever since the so-called end 


-of the last Eisenhower recession. 


Of course, labor faces other challenges, too. 
Millions of workers exist at or near the subsistence level, 


with slight if any protections from legislation or unions. 


And even those who've “never had it so good” don’t really | 
have it as good as they should in the richest nation in the 


world—or as good as employer propaganda makes some of us 
think we do. 

Be that as it may, the main domestic problem facing the 
United States today is ‘hard core’ unemployment and the need 
for economic growth. 

Al J. Hayes, president of the International Association of 
Machinists and a vice-president of the AFLCIO, put this issue 
squarely when he spoke in Oakland two weeks ago. 

American workers, Hayes said, face challenges today as 
great as the sweatshops and the 10-hour day of 40 or 50 years 
ago. 

Organized labor needs some of that old fighting spirit to 
raise wages and purchasing power. 

With this increased purchasing power, Hayes added, we 
can afford to buy what we produce. This will pump some life 


into our tired economy—more production, more jobs, and | 


and higher wages. 


At the same time, we can expand our productive capacity 
to catch up with our vast unmet peacetime needs—in housing, 
schools, recreation, health and other fields. 

This, in turn, will create more jobs and more purchasing 
power. 

And we don’t be dependent upon the arms race, either. 
(But Hayes didn’t say that.) 


Just doing our job 


A union’s job is to protect the economic interests of its 
members. And a labor council's job is to help unions where 
they need help.

The Albany Betterment Lea- 
gue is nothing more than a half 
a dozen people indulging in 
political chicanery and attempt- 
ing to pull off their coup with 
the help of a flag waving, patri- 
otic sounding name.
